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Regional technical rescue 
team takes shape 


AFD participates 
in training

SOUTH HADLEY - Firefight- 
ers from four Western Massa- 
chusetts counties are learning the 
ropes of technical rescue thanks to 
a grant from the Homeland Secu- 
rity Advisory Council. 

Initially formed in 2012, the 
Western Massachusetts Techni- 
cal Rescue Team [WMTRT] will 
assist regional fire departments 
called to confined space, trench, 
high-angle and building collapse 
rescues. 

“This is a large component that 
we were missing here at this end 
of the state,’ said South Hadley 
Fire District No. 2 Chief David 
Keefe. 

Local fire chiefs met three years 
ago to initiate the team’s forma- 
tion. Grants received from the 
Department of Public Health, De- 
partment of Homeland Security, 
Springfield Carpenters Union and 
local labor councils propelled the 
team forward in 2012. 

Having trained throughout the 
year, WMTRT Director and South 
Hadley Fire District No. 2 As- 
sistant Chief Bill Selkirk said the 
team will be ready to rescue in a 
few months. 

“This is a huge asset,” he said. 
“There are teams all over the state. 
It’s not a new concept. We just

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Mayor lashes out 
at city council 


Amended FY2014 
budget passed

AGAWAM — The city coun- 
cil voted Monday to pass the fis- 
cal year 2014 annual operating 
budget, but not before fireworks 
erupted between councilors and 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen. 

According to Cohen’s budget 
proposal before the council prior 
to a public hearing June 17, the 
fiscal 2014 budget includes lim- 
ited use of free cash, new growth 
estimated at $1.6 million, and an 
increase in the real estate tax levy 


estimated at 0.4 percent. 

“Agawam continues to be one 
of only a few communities to 
never seek an override of Proposi- 
tion 2 1/2 or any debt exclusion,” 
Cohen said, adding that with a 
shift factor of 1.5 and a tax rate of 
15.60, a homeowner with an aver- 
age valuation of $208,100 would 
actually see a decrease of $2 in 
taxes. 

But council Vice President 
Dennis J. Perry pointed out that 
whatever the council passes now, 
it will have to pay for in Novem- 
ber when tax rates will change. 

A number of residents and 
school department personnel 
spoke in favor of the school por-

Daisy troop makes big impression with small shrub

hen you think of Girl Scouts 

probably the first thought that 
comes to mind is cookies. But it’s 
about much more than selling cook- 
ies. Just ask the 10 little girls who 
made a big difference by sprucing 
up one of the town’s recreational 
areas. 

The girls — all between the ages 
of 5 and 6 — are members of a lo- 
cal Girl Scout troop, Daisy Troop 
11916, co-led by Jennifer Goulet 
and Andrea Polley. This is the en- 
try level in the Girl Scout program 
that starts in kindergarten and goes 
through high school. 

One of the first things the girls 
learned when the troop began meet- 
ing last September was the Girl 
Scout Promise. Then the Daisy 
troop began learning parts of the 
Girl Scout Law by meeting “flower 
friends.” They learned about plant- 
ing flowers, taking care of them and 
even dug for worms so they could 
understand how worms can im- 
prove the soil. 

Versions of flower names helped 
the girls learn the law: Lupe — to 


be honest and fair; Sunny — to be 
friendly and helpful; Zinni — to be 
considerate and caring; Tula — to be 
courageous and strong; and Mari— 
to be responsible for what I say and 
do. 

All the girls had to complete a 
number of tasks to earn their “pet- 
als” at the end of the year that repre- 
sented the parts of the law that they 
learned. Tasks ranged from baking 
cupcakes and giving some away to 
making cards for the Shriners Hos- 
pitals for Children in Springfield to 
donating canned goods at a local 
food pantry. 


Giving back to the community 

When it came time to select a 
community service project to cel- 
ebrate the end of their first year 
as Daisy Scouts, the troop decid- 
ed they wanted to plant a bush in 
School Street Park. 

But the girls soon learned that 
it wasn’t as simple as going to the 
park, digging a hole, and planting 
the bush. They needed permission 
from the town. So, the girls wrote 
a letter to Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
asking him if they could plant the 
bush — and got an enthusiastic yes.

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Gomez, Markey debate in Western Massachusetts 


Senate race nears end

SPRINGFIELD — Earlier this month, U.S. Senate can- 
didate Republican Gabriel Gomez and Democrat Edward 
Markey appeared in the second of three debates in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Held in the WGBY studios in Springfield, the debate was 
moderated by Director of Public Affairs Jim Madigan. 

Candidates answered questions ranging from national 
policy to the economy in Western Massachusetts. At times 
the debate included personal attacks from both men and ini- 
tially, there was some discussion of political ads. The debate 
began with Madigan asking candidates for their opinions 
on the recent information leak from the National Security 
Agency. Both men were also asked if they considered Ed- 
ward Snowden to be a hero or traitor. Snowden leaked clas- 
sified information to the public about PRISM, a data and 
phone tracking program used by the NSA. 

After initial off-topic discussion from both candidates, 
Gomez answered first and said that he was appalled by the 
news, which suggests that citizens’ constitutional rights are 
violated by the existence of PRISM. 

Markey gave a similar response, saying that all Americans 
need to be fully protected under the constitution. Despite 
what appeared to be support for Snowden, both men agreed 
that he should not be considered a hero. 

“He broke the law and he said himself that he is ready to 
accept punishment,” said Markey. 

Shifting gears to local interests, Madigan explained that 
unemployment remains higher in Western Massachusetts 
than elsewhere in the state. Springfield’s unemployment rate 
is currently 10.7 percent. The Senate hopefuls were asked for 
ideas to boost jobs and the economy in this region. Markey’s 
plan included investing in colleges, returning Springfield to 
a manufacturing hub and investing in the Union Street proj- 
ect. 

“We need to fund the inland railway from Boston out here 
to Springfield. That can be a source of real economic activ- 
ity,” said Markey. 

Gomez suggested creating more trade agreements with 
countries like Columbia in order to bolster the manufactur- 
ing industry in the area. He also hopes to repeal the medi- 
cal device tax under the Affordable Care Act because of the 
number of medical device companies that are going to be 
based in Springfield. He believes the tax is onerous and will 
force medical companies to go elsewhere. On a similar note, 
Gomez also discussed lowering the corporate tax code in 
order to make the country more competitive in the global 
market. 

Two topics that Gomez and Markey both agreed on were 
the overhaul of the filibuster system in Congress, and the 
support of the Paycheck Fairness Act, which Elizabeth War- 
ren currently backs. Markey called the inequality between 
men and women’s wages morally wrong, and Gomez echoed 
this sentiment by referring to it as a disgrace.

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When asked about their tax plans, the candidates both 
discussed reforms to the system. Gomez believes that taxes 
should be simplified, the corporate tax code should be recon- 
figured, loopholes should be closed, and that Republicans 
and Democrats need to compromise on the issues. 

“Tm not going to go in there with any preconditions and 
say that everything is off the table. Everything needs to be on 
the table there,” said Gomez. 

Markey’s plan includes overhauling the tax code and to do 
this, he believes that the Senate needs to be honest about tax 
breaks and get rid of loopholes. Once this is accomplished, 
taxes on corporations can be lowered so the nation can be 
more competitive. 

On the divisive issue of gun control, Markey and Gomez 
differed substantially. Markey made clear that he supports 
the expanded background check bill and a ban on assault 
weapons and high capacity magazines. He wants to make 
the NRA a less powerful group and ultimately, irrelevant in 
our nation’s discourse. While Gomez supports the expanded 
background check bill and the need to keep guns out of the 
hands of the wrong people, he made no mention of support- 
ing the other bans. 

The candidates also had discordant opinions on the Key- 
stone Exxon Pipeline, which would bring Canadian crude oil 
across the border into the U.S. Madigan asked if the poten- 
tial benefits of piping the crude oil through the U.S. and into 
Texas were worth the risks. 

Gomez described himself as a “green republican” who 
supports wind, hydro and solar projects, but he believes that 
not all green projects are worthy of investment. According to 
Gomez, the pipeline is worth investing in because it creates 
jobs, lowers energy costs and makes the U.S. less energy de- 
pendent around the world, which is also a national security 
issue. He cited a three year study done by the State Depart- 
ment which says that the project would cause only negligible 
differences on the environment. 

Markey believes that the project would bring no economic 
benefit because the oil would be exported and sold abroad. 
He referred to the project as an environmental risk with no 
benefits. 

“They want to bring that oil down to Port Arthur, Texas, 
which is a tax-free export zone. And then they want to export 
the oil out of the United States,” said Markey. 

The final question posed to the candidates was about the 
issue of medical marijuana. Gomez and Markey believe the 
substance should only be used medicinally and should be 
policed properly. On the issue of national legalization, Mar- 
key supports nationwide legalization with proper guidelines 


and Gomez believes the subject should be left to the states. 

In closing statements, Gomez thanked the public in both 
English and his native Spanish. 

“T’m running because I want to serve. I started my ca- 
reer in the military serving as an aircraft carrier pilot in the 
Navy Seals,’ said Gomez. “I’ve lived the American Dream. 
I just want to make sure that everyone else has the chance to 
achieve the American Dream.” 

Markey concluded by saying, “I also know it’s not about 
my family or Mr. Gomez’s family. It’s about everyone else’s 
family. That’s who we’re going to the United States Senate 
to protect.” 

The election will take place on Tuesday, June 25.

Monday’s city council meeting at 
which the fiscal year 2014 budget was 
discussed during public hearing. During 
that meeting, Agawam Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen hashed it out with council Vice 
President Dennis J. Perry and President 
Christopher Johnson when Perry pro- 
posed budget amendments that Cohen 
called “unfair.” 

We understand that a lot of hard work 
goes into the budget on Cohen’s part, and 
once it’s submitted, it’s up to the council 
to provide their stamp of approval before 
it goes into effect.

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Technical rescue team begins training

never had one.” 

The WMTRT consists of nearly 100 fire- 
fighters spanning towns and cities in Hamp- 
shire, Hampden, Franklin and Berkshire 
counties. 

Sub groups consist of approximately 30 
firefighters. 

“This team is available to any fire depart- 
ment in Western Massachusetts,” said Sel- 
kirk. 

Three trailers of rope rescue gear and 
safety equipment will be placed at three fire 
stations in Amherst, Holyoke and Northamp- 
ton, ready to go at a moments notice. 

Subgroups of the team will be dispatched 
to incidents through the Amherst Fire De- 
partment. Fire departments in towns and 
cities in which an incident occurs will call 
Amherst, who will then use a dispatch sys- 
tem called “I Am Responding.” 

The text message-based system will shoot 
bursts of texts to WMTRT members nearest 
the emergency scene. 

“Not every department has the equipment 
or training to be able to handle an operation 
like this,’ said Agawam Fire Fighter R.J. 
Pensivy. ““We’re here to help regionally.” 

Funding to support the team is a major rea- 
son why no such group previously formed. 
Amherst has a technical rescue team that of- 
ten assists fire departments locally. 

“Tt’s needed,” said Agawam Fire Fighter 
Bob LaFrance. 

Josh Mullen, of the Wilbraham Fire De- 
partment, agreed. “We’re kind of sparsely 
populated out here,” he said. Previously, if 
an incident occurred where a rope rescue 
was needed, “there was no mechanism” in 
place to quickly assist. 

“T just love doing this,” said Mullen. “It’s a 
natural extension of what I do normally.” 

Mullen was among a sub group of fire 
fighters who attended a training session 
Wednesday, June 12 in Holyoke, which in- 
cluded firefighters from Agawam, Chicopee, 
Holyoke, Ludlow, Springfield and Wilbra-

ham. 

Firefighters scaled the Dwight Street 
parking garage, learning how to safely and 
properly descend and ascend a makeshift 
concrete mountain. 

“When [the] tornado went through, there 
was a large amount of building collapses. 
That’s where a team like this comes in,” said 
Selkirk. 

Other examples of instances to which the 
team would respond include workers stuck 
atop cell phone towers and window washers 
stuck on tall buildings. So, too, will they re- 
spond to hikers caught in crevices or caves. 

“We have a bunch of great people on the 
team,” said Selkirk, who called his appoint- 
ment as director a compliment. “All fire de- 
partments should know this team exists.”

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Amended FY2014 budget passes council vote 
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tion of the budget after learning that the 
council was considering cuts to the proposed 
school department budget. School commit- 
tee member Diane Juzba said she was dis- 
heartened to learn that given that no one 
came forward at the school committee bud- 
get public hearing to question the proposed 
$38,080,847 budget. 

Wendy Rua, another school committee 
member who addressed the council, stated 
that at no point during a city council sub- 
committee meeting, during which the school 
budget was discussed, did any one ask ques- 
tions. She asked the council to “put politics 
aside” when voting on the school depart- 
ment budget. 

Likewise, school committee member 
Shelley Borgatti-Reed urged the council not 
to cut the school’s level-service budget. 

“We want to maintain what we have right 
now,” she said. 

Roughly 100 people were in attendance at 
the public hearing and a majority of them ei- 
ther spoke in favor of the budget or went on 
the record in name only. 

Feeding Hills resident Eric Lunden asked 
the council to support the school budget, 
stating, “Education is the foundation for our 
future and we should fully fund it.” 

Three people spoke out against the pro- 
posal, including Corrine Wingard, Elaine 
Carlson and Mary Fleury. All three cited the 
lack of trash collection at condominiums 
for their opposition and asked the council to 
consider helping condo owners. 

“As it is, we are the forgotten people,” said 
Fleury. 

The public hearing lasted just over 30 min- 
utes, after which the council took up debate. 

“We have to answer to every single tax- 
payer out there,” said Perry, who suggested 
amending the proposed budget by reducing 
line item appropriations by $150,000. He 
put forth four reductions for council consid- 
eration including reducing the appropriation 
to the reserve and salary funds, reducing the 
appropriation to the school department, and 
reducing the real estate tax levy. He also 
proposed amending one paragraph of the 
budget resolution to place a $1,000 cap on 
administrative transfer of funds. All transfers 
exceeding $1,000 would require approval of 
the council, according to Perry. 


Perry said the cuts “are not going to affect 
one job.” 

Cohen blasted the council, however, inter- 
rupting the discussion on the issue. 

“IT see how you’re operating; you're say- 
ing that it doesn’t affect anyone here and it 
does,” Cohen said, adding, “You have not 
given me the opportunity to address these 
questions.” 

Johnson responded, “Tl ask you to re- 
spect our rules.” 

When Cohen continued chiding the 
council, Johnson threatened to have him re- 
moved. 

“T’m going to tell you one more time, if 
you do not shut your mouth, I'll have you 
removed from chambers,” Johnson told the 
mayor. 

As he took his seat in the audience, Cohen 
threatened to contact the ethics commission 
about the council’s actions. 

After Cohen’s outburst, the council voted 
7-4 (with councilors Johnson, Perry, Donald 
Rheault and Robert Rossi in opposition) to 
go into “committee as a whole” to allow Co- 
hen to answer council questions. 

“You approve a budget; it’s my job to look 
at what is spent,’ Cohen said. “My job is to 
present a budget that is fair and meets the 
needs of our town and employees.” 

Rossi said the councilors were “watch- 
dogs” for the town and that Cohen isn’t a 
dictator; that it’s up to the council to approve 
things — including the budget. 

Ultimately, two of Perry’s proposed 
amendments — to reduce the appropriation to 
the school department and to change para- 
graph two of the resolution to cap adminis- 
trative transfers at $1,000 total — failed city 
council vote. 

The amended budget proposal passed by 
a vote of 9-2 with councilors James Cichetti 
and Joseph Mineo casting dissenting votes. 

In total, the council cut 0.1 percent of the 
budget, said Cohen. 

“T met with them for two nights for two 
hours with department heads and none of 
this was brought up. They blindsided me 
and didn’t give me a chance to talk,’ Cohen 
told Agawam Advertiser News following 
the vote. “They have the prerogative to do 
whatever they wish and that’s what they did. 
We'll take a look at the impacts these cuts 
will have and go from there.”

“The girls were thrilled when they found 
out the mayor said yes,” said Polley. “There 
was a collective ‘Yay!’ when they learned the 
news.” When asked why they wanted to plant 
the bush, there were a number of thoughtful 
answers among the troop’s members. 

“We’re being helpful and sharing,” said 
Hailey Goulet. Abigail Polley said the bush 
will “make the Earth look beautiful’ Madi- 
son Oyler said, “A lot of kids will see it and 
everyone will enjoy the bush.” 

Perhaps one of the most insightful replies 
came from Samantha Dean, who said, “It 
will grow just like us.” 


Small shrub, big celebration 

So, on a cool Wednesday evening in late 
May, the troop gathered at the park to plant 
their bush — a Double Play Big Bang Spiraea. 
The ornamental shrub, which has extensive 
displays of color during spring, summer, and 
fall, was donated by DeCaro Brothers Gar- 
den Center in Feeding Hills. 

The bush was planted in the circle near 
the entrance to the park’s bike path. Agawam 
Parks and Recreation Director Christopher 
Sparks assisted the troop in planting the new 
shrub, which fills a gap in the circle where 
existing shrubs were planted around a boul- 
der with the park’s dedication plaque. 

Following the planting, Polley gave each 
girl a small green watering can that included 
a packet of seeds that matched one of the 
flowers they learned about during the year. 
Goulet then pinned a membership star on 
each girl’s uniform that signified the com- 
pletion of one year as a Girl Scout. 

“Each watering can contained either a 
packet of Marigold, Sunflower, Zinnia, Lu- 
pine, or Daisy seeds,’ explained Polley. 
Goulet added that the seeds and watering 
cans were given to each girl as a way “to 
help them remember this special occasion.” 


Mothers step up as co-leaders 

That special event might never would 
have happened had it not been for Polley and 
Goulet volunteering to be co-leaders of the 
troop. The two mothers weren’t planning to 
lead a troop of girls when they went to an 
information meeting last fall. 

“T attended to see if it was something my 
daughter would be interested in joining. At 
the time of the meeting, there were no new

troops forming to lead a Daisy group,” re- 
called Goulet. 

Then Polley was nominated to be a leader. 
She asked Goulet to help her. “We decided to 
become co-leaders of a Daisy troop so both 
of our daughters could gain the experience,” 
said Goulet. 

Polley said she felt it was important to 
step forward to volunteer as a co-leader 
because the Girl Scouts teaches girls and 
young women leadership skills they will use 
throughout their lives. “The values stated in 
the Girl Scout law are something that, when 
learned and put into practice, will help girls 
to be the best they can be,” she said. 

“Scouting offers girls the foundation and 
guidance to become strong, independent, 
successful women,” said Goulet. 

Polley added that learning the Girl Scout 
promise and law will help give girls “per- 
spective” in their lives.

New business a haven for 
those looking to relax

Our daily lives are filled with to-do lists, 
people to see and places to go. To help oth- 
ers take a step back from the busy-ness of 
life, Tricia Venne has opened up a health and 
wellness center called the Massage Haven at 
Cooper’s Commons in Agawam.

“This June’s promotion will be a 
package deal: $250 for five 60-minute mas- 
sages, which is like getting one massage for 
free.” 

Venne advised how regular massage is im- 
portant for a healthy body. Once a month is 
ideal but some clients come every two weeks 
and a few even once a week. 

“The world is so stressed out and it’s im- 
portant to massage and relax and take care 
of ourselves. It all depends on the person but 
coming regularly for a few months will help 
a person feel more relaxed and help them be 
able to move better,” she said. 

Venne found her business space after vol- 
unteering for an event with Kate Gourd at 
Cooper’s Gifts & Curtains. Gourd had been 
looking for a massage therapist for the first- 
floor of the new Main Street shopping des- 
tination located inside the former Country 
Squire Furniture Shop. 

Venne invited Wendy Marchese, a col- 
league who has been teaching seniors and 
kickboxing classes at Fitness First for over 
20 years, to check out the second room in the 
space. After seeing it, she decided to rent it 
and move her cranial-sacral therapy and vis- 
ceral therapy practice to Agawam. 

“Tt’s a great community and it’s a very 
quiet office space. Clients can sit down and 
relax, they check out the rest of the facil- 
ity. The best part is that it is handicap ac- 
cessible,” said Marchese, who often had to 
help or carry her clients into her old practice 
space. 

Marchese does very specific work to 
help people in chronic pain, with migraines

ity to deal with stress strengthens. 

“Someone could have problems with their 
liver from a seat belt injury, for example, 
and that could cause problems taking a deep 
breath or pain that could seem like sciatica.
